Knwing, how- 
eve, that the proposition cannot be- 
come a law, the democracy advocates 
that we surrender the Philippines, re-

''Coffee gave out. Instead of Rio we 


bad rye; instead of Mocha we had 
okra; instead of Java wo had potato. 
We Lad all sorts—beans and goober 
peas and oats and everything jou ever 
heard tell of and a great deal besides— 
but the potato was the favorite brand. 
Wo took sweet potato, cut it into little 
bitt., nLd thorn, parched then), ground 
them up and made Confederate coffee. 
Blessed was the man or woman who 
didn't drink coffee In those days. 
I 


don't vaut to interfere with people's 
business here, but jou will please say 
nothing to me about jour modern sub- 
stitutes for coffee. I don't want any. 


"Sugar gave out. 
It seemed to me 


that the abominable Yankees had got 
around every place where there was 
any sweetening, and we had to have 
sorghum—'long sr.vcotening,' we called 
it. Not only did luxuries give out, but 
medicines gave out. We couldn't get 
any unless we would go inside the Un- 
ion lines, and we couldn't go in there 
and come out without taking the oath 
of allegiance to the United States. We 
wouldn't take the oath, so \\e had to 
take our own medicine. 


"Shoes gave out. My father paid the 


presiding elder .$.">() for a pair of shoos 
•with the distinct understanding that lie 
•wouldn't iihk any questions about it. 
Whatever that meant It meant some- 
thing. A friend living inside of the Un- 
ion lines got some shoes for my mother 
nnd a pair for my sister—they forgot

The word "place," over which there 


was a deal of bother a short time ago, 
cost'a trifle over £4.000 a letter, nnd It 
may cost a great deal more before It 
becomes obsolete. 


\Ve all know that a "place" is a 


place, and no amount of fighting and 
money spending can make It anything 
rise, but until recently to ask a judge 
what was a "place" in the strict legal 
sense was to court one's own ml® un- 
less one had considerable fortune. The 
meaning of the word has now, how- 
ever, been decided, though it is not 
everybody who can understand exactly 
what the decision Is. But any lawyer 
Is now in a position to define a "place" 
for you at (3s. 8d. a time after upward 
of £20,000 has been expended in ob- 
taining a real, solid, stable definition. 


To the average landsman a ship Is 


"outward bound" when It has started 
from Its mooring-", on a Journey. But 
many thousands of pound* have been 
spent trying to extract from our learn- 
ed judges an authoritative definition 
of the expression. 


The matter was discussed In the 


admiralty court for six hours on end 
not long ago. 
It was an insurance 


case, and the policy of Insurance only 
covered the time "between the vessel 
being outward bound and homeward 
bound," and the law was asked to de- 
cide whether the ship was "outward 
bound" when an accident occurred. She 
hnd left the docks and was steaming 
down the river. She had her full crew, 
all her passengers and all her cargo. 
Surely, 
then, 
she 
was 
"outward 


bound?" 
Xo. she was not, for the 


reason that she intended to stop FOIIIO 
distance down the river to take in a 
little extra coal for her own consump- 
tion. To be "outward bound" a vessel 
must have no intention of stopping for 
anj' purpose whatever until she reaches 
her first port of call. If &be does not 
Intend to make any such stop, bhe Is 
"outward bound" as soon as she has 
sv. ting herself out of dock and Is sail- 
\Wi or steaming down river. She may 
even be made to stop, but she must not 
anticipate or intend to stop. 
She Is 


only "outward hound" when she Is ou 
her actual journey and not on a pre- 
liminary trip to pick np passengers, 


THE BIG SEA TURTLE 


HOW IT IS CAUGHT BY GEORGIA COAST 


FISHERMEN. 


Th» H«nt I» Alw«r« Made mt Nlffht 


•u4 the Ungainly Cr*«.tar«» Are 
Brought to Grief Tliroa«h the V*e 
of Trick and Device. 
One of the favorite summer sports of 


the fishermen aud marooners of Savan- 
nah. Is turtle hunting on the sandy 
beaches of the neighboring Islands, 
where from May to August the turtles 
come out to lay their eggs. 


On the long, flat stretches of sand the 


turtle crawls about 100 feet or more 
from the water line, and there, with 
her flippers scooping out a round bole 
from two to three feet deep, deposits 
her eggs, often 300 or more, covering 
every 50 or so with a thin layer of 
sand, and putting a final layer of con- 
siderable thickness over the top of the 
nest after her maternal duties are fin- 
ished. This final filling In of the nest 
she smooths off even with the beach 
and after making the surroundings as 
nearly as possible like the remainder 
of the beach, if undisturbed, crawls 
back to the water with the pleasing 
consciousness of duty well performed 
and the confident conviction that in a 
short time her maternal heart will be 
gladdened with a numerous progeny. 


Even when she escapes with her life, 


however, her hopes of a family are of- 
ten disappointed, for turtle eggs are 
conceded to be a delicacy by nearly 
everybody who has tried them, and it 
Is this toothsomeness of her product 
that leads to the undoing of the turtle's 
hopes, for during the season of her lay- 
ing the nests are sought for continu- 
ously aud many of them found aud 
robbed of their contents. The method 
of search is very simple. Where the 
tracks of the turtle are found leading 
up the bench they are followed, and 
the ground at various points along the 
trail Is tested by means of a slender 
rod or walking cane. The nest Is dis- 
tinguished when reached by the ready 
yielding of the sand, and the hunters 
scoop out the sand with their hands 
and appropriate the eggs. 


But it is in securing the turtle herself 


that the hunter finds the greatest 
pleasure. The hunt Is almost always 
made at night and preferably during 
moonlight. 
The conditions are best 


moon, and In the early morning hours.

Then 
they may approach with impunity, for 
the turtle, once on the nest, will not 
move until she has completed her task. 
It is when she commences her retreat 
to the water that the hunters secure 
IMT by catching the side of the shell 
and turning her over on her back, 
where she lies helpless and can only 
fan her mighty and powerful flippers 
in wralhy Impotenre. 


The turtle Is a firm believer that dis- 


cretion is tho better part of valor, and 
she shows fight only when cornered 
and has no way of escape. Should she 
ojitch sight of her natural enemy, man, 
before she lias begun to lay, she will 
at once beat a hasty retreat toward 
the water, scaling the bard beach and 
throwing back quantities of sand in 
her haste. But when she is brought 
to bay she will both bite and strike 
heavy blows with her flippers, and 
those must be carefully avoided while 
she is being turned on her back. 


It la owing to her efforts to injure 


her enemies that her final undoing is 
accomplished, for, like most of 
the

light and suddenly became enamored 
of the brightness and beauty of a star. 
She sprang forward to embrace the ob- 
ject of her affection, and the moon, 
taking advantage of her amorous leap, 
caught her up and has kept her ever 
since.

er than those of the sun, have always 
attracted ruore attention than solar 
obfuscations.

help. 


The Khasias of northeast India have

They believe 
that the waning and Increasing moon 
represents the state of that planet's 
strength as she wrestles with the :;un, 
which is her husband. 


The increasing moon represents that 


Luna is winulug "hands down," the 
decrease that she is losing, until at last 
the sun swallows his wife nnd spits 
her head out into the sky.

tion. 


A popular superstition among the 


Slavs was that the moon was condemn- 
ed to wander through space for infi- 
delity In company with the morning 
star. The Dakota Indians fancied that 
the moon as she decreased was being 
slowly nibbled away by mice, the 
Polynesians that she was being de- 
voured by spirits of the dead. 


Still more extraordinary Is the super- 


stition held by the Hottentots that the 
waning moon suffers from headache 
and always hides her face with her 
hands. 


The Eskimos maintain that the same 


period in the moon's history merely be- 
tokens the fact that she is hungry and 
retiring to rest and eat previous to be- 
ginning another fast.

At flr»t sight U may seem rather 


curious, but it Is i fact, that the value 
of a writer's work may be appraised 
by the color words be uses. 


Shakespeare's favorite color word was 


red. As a matter of fact that is the 
characteristic word of most great writ~ 
ers. Out of every hundred color word& 
used by Shakespeare in his poems uo> 
fewer than 30 are red. White follows 
with 22, then comes black, 20; yellow, 
17; green, 7; blue, 4. 


It is only natural that a writer on 


country subjects should use a lot of 
green words. Red must always be the 
predominant color in writings dealing 
with the hotter passions, with love and 
war. Even then the colors used depend 
in a remarkable manner upon the idio- 
syncracles of the writer. 


Taking the case of the poets, greea 


is the color most used in the "Song of 
Songs." It is also the color most used 
by Coleridge, Shelley, Keats and 
Wordsworth. Black is the predomi- 
nant color of Homer and white of Ca- 
tullus, Chaucerand Rossetti, while yel- 
low is the favorite color of that weird 
writer Poe. Red is the color of Tenny- 
son, Swinburne and Whitman. 


It must be taken into consideration; 


that the old writers often used color 
words in n different sense to their pres- 
ent meaning. Some people go so far 
as to say that things looked quite dif- 
ferent to the ancients and that green 
aud blue have been seen only during the 
last thousand years. 


Red Is the most pleasant nnd vigor- 


ous of colors. It is a joyous color, full 
of life and grit. It is the color of the 
strongest of passions. In anything deal- 
ing with man and woman red must 
have its predominant place. It is the 
color of the rich, quick blood of all 
that's best in life. 


White Is usually a pleasant color, eg-! 


pecially when associated with red, as a 
woman's white neck and red lips, Ivory 
throat and blushing checks, alabaster 
forehead and rosy cars. Sometimes it 
represents cold, dull, pale, gray and. 
wan things. Generally It is the color of 
Innocence and purity, of sweet and 
wholesome things. 
•{ 


Black as a favorite verbal color Is j 


usually found In the works of writers' 
of a somber, melancholic disposition. 1 
Such works'are rarely of a healthy, 
character. 


Green and blue are so closely related 


in the sense used In this article as of- 
ten to mei-j^c. Generally green is a 
fresh, sweet color, the color of tho 
country and opening life. 


Blue has more to do \yjth the imagi- 


nation. It Is a learnedv philosophical 
color. It is ethereal and generally re- 
moved from everyday life. The works 
of a blue writer are deep and thought- 
ful, but rarely raise one's enthusiasm. 
The strong, human red interest is lack- 
ing. 


Yellow is a horrible color. Nearly ev- 


ery one feels a natural antipathy to 
this jaundiced hue. It and black were 
the favorite colors of Toe and thus ac- 
count for the strangeness of that origi- 
nal writer's peculiar imaginings. 


Curiously enough, yellow loses its 


loathsomeness if it possesses a dash of 
red or if it glistens. 
Its synonym, 


golden, is a pleasant word and is often 
used. A novelist will call his charac- 
ter's hair golden iu the c'ise of a hero- 
ine; ho will call it yellow if she be an 
objectionable character. 


Writers use colors ^n the sense 


shown for the simple reason that wo 
unconsciously have all our thoughts 
tinted. If in good health., ,»•£ think red. 
Should our liver be out, of order wa 
think yellow. 


The bright, healthy majority are nat- 


urally red thinkers and read the works 
of red writers. 
Your jovial fellow 


looks at the world through rosy glass- 
es antiUsees it to be optimistically red. 
The debilitated, burnt, out individual 
wearily looks through spectacles with 
jrellow glasses, and the prospect is 
hopelessly miserable.-—Pearson's Week- 
ly.

IB a little cobbler'? shop that looks liho 
an etching by Durer. The tools, which 


'< are stuck In leather loops around the 


walls, have an air of serious antiquity 
like decayed gentlefolk, and over the 
threshold Is an empty wicker bird- 
cage, canted at just the right angle to 
make what the artists call "a good 


. composition." 
The cobbler himself is 


a smallish, stoop shouldered man, with 
a perfectly bald head and Iron spec- 
tacles half way down bis nose. The 
other day he told a friend how the an- 
cient and honorable craft of boot- 
making had gone into decline. 
! 


"I was working for myself two years 


before the California excitement be- 
gan in 1849," he said. "Those were 
grand days. All gentlemen wore boots 
then made out of the finest calfskin. 
With tops about 12 Inches high. 
The Wellington boots were fashionable 
Just before my time, but I've made a 
few pairs, mostly for foreign gentle- , 
men, and they looked very elegant out- 
side of tight pantaloons. The top was 
generally morocco. It hugged the calf 
of the leg close and came to a point In 
front, finished with a small red or pur- 
ple tasseL But the boot that every- 
body wanted was a plain, fine grained 
calfskin, and it had to fit like a glove 
or it wouldn't do at all. 


"Do you see those lasts up on the 


shelf? Well, the men they we^re made 
for are dead now, the whole crowd. 
But I'll bet you there Isn't one la the 
lot that hasn't been patched and al- 
tered at least 40 times. That shows 
you how particular they were. Feet 
will change more from year to year 
than you have any idea of, and we hnd 
to keep track of such changes so as to 
make the boot set perfectly snug. In 
'those days a gentleman, especially a 
young gentleman, who went into so- 
ciety wouldn't have "a boot that he 
could wear without cursing for a first 
week or so. They wanted them tight, 
tight as wax, and every young buck 
had his collection of boot hooks and 
bootjacks to get "em on and off. Those 
tools were 
common birthday anri 


Christmas presents back in the forties 


' and fifties, and some of them were got 


up very fine. I've seen boot hooks with 
silver mounts and mahogany handles 
5160 a pair. 
' "The strain of pulling on a pair c° 
tight boots was so great." continued 
the little cobbler musingly, "that we 
used to run the strap ends half way 
down the inside of the teg and double 
sew them with waxed silk twist. A 
young gentleman was actually killert 
here in 1830 or thereabout by the 
breaking of his boot straps. I remem- 
ber the circumstance well. lie was 
going to a ball and was sitting on a 
etool in his room pulling on a pair of 
new boots with the hooks they used 
then. Both straps gave way together, 
and he fell over backward and hurt 
his spine so that he died nest day. 
Yes, sir; that's a fact. The family are 
still living here, and 1 made baots for 
one of his uncles up to less than ten 
years ago. No; 1 can't say there was 
anything especially peculiar about the 
boots of that time except that they h:ni 
much higher heels than are worn nov." 
and very light soles, generally finished 
around the edge with a stitching or 
yellow thread. A good pair of boots 
could be resoled four or fire times, bur 
It was seldom done. When they began 
to wear, a gentleman would generally 
give them to bis body servant. 


"The price of boots then was never 


less than $10 and more often £20. ar.d 
the planters up the river thought noth- 
ing of ordering half a dozen or even a 
dozen pair at a time. 1 had one gooc1. 
customer frosa Lafourcbe. lie was a 
fine gentleman, with grand manners. 
One day he came into the shop to order 
aTpafr of boots, and while 1 was meas- 
uring him to correct his foot he looked 
at me very sharp. 'Will you allow me 
to see your tongue?' he said presently. 
I was surprised, but I put it out, and 
hp pursed up his lips, like a man whis- 
tling. 'Hum-m-m!' said be. 'How Is 
your appetite?' 'Poorish,' said I, for I 
wasn't feeling very well Just then. 
'Make me 12 pairs of boots this time,' 
snid he and walked out without anoth- 
er word. I felt kind of uncomfortable 
for awhile after that; but Lord bless 
you, I've outlived him these 20 years. 


"Boots went out of style in the sev- 


enties, but a good many of the old peo- 
ple still stick to them, and, for that 
matter, some are worn even to this 
day. I have four customers now that 
I make boots for regular. They are all 


• middle aged men, and I used to work 


for their fathers and uncles. They say 
that the high leather legs keep them 
from catching cold, and they don't 
want the feet tight, but prefer them 
large and roomy. So 1 don't have to 
RO to the trouble of correcting their 
lasts, ns I did In the old days., 


"I don't make shoes," added the old 


man. with a touch of asperity. "I ner- 
er made a pair in my life, but it's lucky 
for me, perhaps, that they've taken to 
wearing them and make them as poor 
as they do. That brings In enough 
cobbling to keep the pot a-boiling."— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat.

its name implies. 


From India the ancient Greeks and 


Romans drew supplies of the blue dyo, 
and, although it -was lost to Europe 
during the greater part of the middle 
ages, enormous quantities have been 
Imported for commercial purposes dur 
Ing the last 100 years. 


Indigo Is cultivated all over India, 


giving employment to millions of na- 
tives and thousands of foreigners. In 
three districts alone in Beliar, whoro 
some of the finest Indigo is grown, Eu- 
ropean capital is invested to tho ex- 
tout of no less than $2o,000,000. Some 
370,000 acres are under cultivation. 
There are 700 Englishmen managing 
and working on the "concerns," as the 
factories and plantations are always 
called, and 1,500,000 natives. 


An indigo concern may occupy any- 


where between 1,000 and 10,000 acres, 
each cultivated acre producing on an 
average about 15 to 20 pounds of indi- 
go. 


The plant grows to a height of be- 


tween three and live foot. It is in the 
leaves that the color yielding matter 
chiefly resides, they being at their full- 
est at the time when tho flower buds 
are about to bloom, but the leal', of a 
yellowish green color, gives no Indica- 
tion of containing anything winch will 
yield a blue coloring matter. 


Toward the end -«f .Tune, or as soon 


as the monsoon has set in, the crop is 
cut, and the work of manufacturing 
commences. 
The first manufacturing, 


called "morhum mahai," lasts general- 
ly to the middle of August. Hy this 
time the stems which have been out 
have shot up again, and in September 
a si-court crop is taken from the same 
plants. 
Sometimes three crops arc 


taken iu one season. 


In most concerns the simple, primi- 


tive processes of manufacture are still 
adhered to, for planters and old hands 
are strong believers in the original true 
blue and will have nothing to do<with 
newfangled ideas and chemical admix- 
tures. 


Every day the rats in which the 


plants arc steeped—the first process of 
manufacture—are cleaned out by coo'- 
lies The plant is stacked upright to al- 
low air to escape and is kept in posi-, 
lion by long pieces of bamboo. Then 
water Is run into the vat, which, how- 
ever, is not quite filled, since the plant 
expands, exerting an enormous pres- 
sure that might easily crack the vat's 
sides. 


The plant takes a long while to soak 


The leaves are not easily wetted. 


When the plants have been steeped 


for about ten hours the color yielding 
matter will have been extracted. 
The 


liquid is now run off into lower or 
"beating" vats, and the extracted 
plant, or "seet," is taken out, 10 be 
subsequently employed to fertilize new 
crops. 
The running liquid varies in 


color from bright orange to olive green. 
It Is necessary that it shall be kept in 
a state of violent agitation. 


The froth is at first blue, then white, 


and soon disappears. The liquid, after 
passing through various color changes, 
turns from green to dark, rich indigo 
blue. 
The overseer, to test whether 


the beating process is sufficient, takes 
a little liquid and pours it on to a plate. 
If the grain, or "fecula," readily set- 
tles, leaving a clear fluid, the beaters 
jump from the vat or the wheel is stop- 
ped. 


After beating the fecula Is allowed

York, but at least in one other city 
there is a similar .structure and locally 
a better known one, for the reason that'

•hip. 


This is iu Can Francisco, where none 


may aspire to rank in the pioneer or 
'•furty-nlner" class unless he can dis- 
tinctly remember "when the water 
came up to Montgomery street," which 
relatively to the present pier and hulk- 
head line represents a distance much 
farther inland than Front street In 
New York. At the time when Mont- 
gomery street had only one side, being 
in reality the beach, the bay of San 
Franolsco was- crowded with all sorts 
of ships lying idle for the simple rea- 
son that all hands and the cook had 
skipped out for Sutler's Fort and the 
mines. It was impossible to get the 
ships discharged. 
Men would never

these importations. To supply the in- 
formation thus asked, the bureau of 
statistics has prepared a statement 
showing the principal articles -which 
make up a class known as manufac- 
turers materials, and comparing the 
quantity imported in the present fiscal 
year with the same months of the 
preceding year. This comparison by 
quantities is still more striking than 
that which presented mere values, for 
it shews a. material decrease in the 
cost-oC the manufacturing material pel- 
unit of quantity in many cases. 


Raw-cotton, silk, wool, fibres, tobac- 


co, hides, rubber, wood, tin, copper 
ami chemicals from the bulk of the 
importations of raw materials for use 
m manufacturing. 
In nearly all of 


these a comparison of the quantities 
and values ofvthe importations of 1902

"We retraced the impression to the 


spot where we had seen the birds 
tanding together and where the sand 
ivas well trodden down. Two Arabs 
at once dismounted and began to dig 
with their hands, nnd presently they 
brought up four fresh eggs from a 
depth of about a foot under the warm 
sand. 


"Ostrich egg omelet we always found 


a most welcome addition to our desert 
bill of faro and a convenient and 
portable provision, for from the thick- 
ness of the shell the eggs keep per- 
'ectly sweet and fresh for a fortnight 
or three weeks."

"What 
the oyster stout bwe or it will perish 
IB a fnll supply of carbonate of lime 
with which to build its shell. Near the 
mouths of rivers, where carbonate of 
lime in mechanical solution, as It Is ex- 
pressed, comes down from the hills and 
plains of the interior In drainage, the 
oyster has all the material it needs for 
building Its house, and at the same 
time the Inflowing tide brings it ample 
food.—Boston Transcript
